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The  most  significant  development  of  1984  was  the  unani- 
mous decision  by  the  Trustees  of  The  Solomon  R.  Gug- 
genheim Foundation  to  expand  the  Museum  on  its 
present  site,  primarily  in  order  to  double  permanent 
gallery  space  for  what  many  consider  to  be  one  of  the 
world's  "greatest  unseen  modern  collections."  The  plan, 
which  is  based  upon  Frank  Lloyd  Wright's  original  con- 
cept, envisages  six  additional  floors  above  the  existing  an- 
nex on  eighty-ninth  street  which  was  built  with  eventual 
expansion  in  mind.  The  project  is  expected  to  cost  $12 
million  with  $9  million  earmarked  for  construction  and 
$3  million  for  endowment.  Over  half  of  the  funds  re- 
quired were  pledged  before  the  Trustees  voted  in  Sep- 
tember to  proceed.  We  hope  to  complete  the  expansion, 


entrusted  to  the  architectural  firm  of  Gwathmey  Siegel  & 
Associates,  by  the  end  of  1987,  the  year  we  celebrate  our 
fiftieth  anniversary. 

The  new  structure  will  be  named  after  our  friend  and 
benefactor  Justin  K.  Thannhauser,  to  commemorate  the 
magnificent  gift  of  modern  art  received  from  the  dis- 
tinguished art  dealer  and  collector  upon  his  death  in 
1976.  This  appellation  is  also  bestowed  in  appreciation 
for  the  new  and  promised  gifts  given  and  committed  in 
Justin's  memory  by  his  widow  Hilde  Thannhauser,  with 
whom  we  have  enjoyed  a  warm  personal  relationship 
over  the  years.  The  measures  that  must  imminently  be 
taken  to  implement  the  expansion  project  will  undoubt- 
edly make  up  the  central  part  of  our  agenda  for  1985.

For  the  fifth  consecutive  year  since  we  assumed  re- 
sponsibility for  the  stewardship  of  the  Peggy  Guggen- 
heim Collection,  our  spring  opening  was  held  at  the 
Palazzo  Venier  dei  Leoni  in  Venice  in  April.  The  occa- 
sion was  highlighted  by  the  announcement  of  a  generous 
three-year  grant  from  Montedison,  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Mario  Schimberni,  for  the  purpose  of  subsidizing 
a  weekly  admission-free  evening  to  the  public. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year,  restoration  of  the 
Palazzo  continued,  primarily  in  the  building's  basement, 
which  has  been  converted  from  gallery  space  to  a  work- 
ing area  for  our  Staff.  Continued  conservation  of  the 
priceless  works  of  art  now  in  our  custody  received  the 
highest  priority. 

Attendance  during  the  April  to  October  season  set  a 
record  of  134,056  visitors,  which  made  it  possible  to 
operate  on  a  break-even  basis  for  the  first  time.  The 
Advisory  Board  of  the  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection 
welcomed  six  new  charter  members:  Alexander  Bern- 
stein, Mary  Bloch,  Jack  Clerici,  Giuliano  Gori,  Achille 
Maramotti  and  Leonardo  Mondadori. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  United  Technologies  Cor- 
poration made  a  generous  commitment,  which  will  allow 
us  to  extend  the  season  of  the  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collec- 
tion by  three  months  each  year  for  the  next  five  years. 
Beginning  in  1985  the  Palazzo  will  remain  open  from 
March  through  December,  thereby  enabling  us  to  ex- 
pand activities  and  add  variety  to  the  existing  program. 


At  the  time  of  the  Venice  Biennale  a  joint  reception 
was  given  by  the  U.S.  Pavilion  and  the  Peggy  Guggen- 
heim Collection.  This  now  traditional  gesture  underlines 
the  ambassadorial  potential  resulting  from  an  American 
cultural  presence  in  Italy. 

The  Museum  in  New  York  had  another  splendid  year, 
carrying  out  its  mission  with  vision  and  professional 
competence.  Tom  Messer,  our  distinguished  Director, 
who  now  approaches  a  quarter  century  of  service  in  this 
capacity,  describes  the  manifold  activities  of  the  Museum 
elsewhere  in  this  report.  On  behalf  of  the  Foundation,  I 
am  pleased  to  announce  that  Hannelore  Schulhof  became 
a  member  of  the  Museum's  Advisory  Board  during  the 
year.  Carlo  De  Benedetti,  Chairman  of  Olivetti  and  the 
first  Italian  trustee  of  The  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Foun- 
dation, Stephen  C.  Swid,  Chairman  of  Knoll  Interna- 
tional, and  Bonnie  Ward  Simon,  a  member  of  the 
Museum's  Art  and  Museum  Committee,  were  elected 
Trustees  of  The  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Foundation, 
which  operates  both  the  New  York  and  Venice  facilities. 
Although  the  board  will  be  greatly  strengthened  by  the 
addition  of  these  distinguished  individuals,  I  regret  to 
report  that  Anne  Armstrong  found  it  necessary  to  resign 
at  year's  end  because,  as  a  result  of  her  many  important 
commitments,  she  was  unable  to  devote  as  much  time 
and  energy  to  the  Guggenheim  as  she  would  have  liked. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  acknowledge  a  number  of 
crucially  important  grants  that  were  received  before  the 


end  of  1984.  The  Museum  continues  to  receive  vital  sup- 
port from  government  agencies  including  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts,  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Humanities,  the  Institute  of  Museum  Services  and 
the  New  York  State  Council  on  the  Arts,  without  whose 
help  our  programs  might  be  curtailed  seriously.  In 
October  the  Museum  was  awarded  a  $750,000  Chal- 
lenge Grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
which  requires  us  to  raise  a  total  of  $2.25  million  in  new 
and  increased  funds  over  the  next  three  years.  The  En- 
dowment's recognition  of  our  achievements  and  its  sup- 
port of  our  goals  brings  us  much  joy  and  encouragement. 
An  integral  part  of  the  Museum's  above-mentioned  capi- 
tal campaign,  the  grant  will  be  used  to  augment  the 
endowment  and  help  meet  operating  expenses  of  the  new 
facility  as  well  as  anticipated  higher  costs  of  our  public 
programs. 

We  are  also  deeply  grateful  to  The  Andrew  W.  Mellon 
Foundation  for  awarding  us  a  grant  in  the  amount  of 
$400,000  to  establish  an  endowment  fund,  the  income 
from  which  is  to  be  used  in  support  of  original  research 
and  scholarly  publications.  The  Guggenheim  was  one  of 
the  first  institutions  in  the  country  selected  for  the  new 
Mellon  program.  The  grant,  which  must  be  matched  on 
a  two-to-one  basis,  will  help  to  further  our  ongoing  pub- 
lications program,  an  area  central  to  the  Museum's 
stated  educational  purposes. 

A  few  developments  that  elude  classification  in  the 
established  categories  of  this  report  should  be  noted  here, 
since  they  have  important  implications  for  the  Museum's 
future  functioning.  First  among  these  is  the  integration 
with  The  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Foundation  of  The 
Blue  Rider  Research  Trust,  consisting  of  documents  gath- 
ered by  Hans  Konrad  Roethel  and  Jean  K.  Benjamin  that 
pertain  to  the  activities  of  the  Blue  Rider,  organized  by 
Vastly  Kandinsky  and  Franz  Marc  in  pre-World  War  I 
Munich.  The  Trust,  generously  endowed  by  Jean  K.  Ben- 
jamin and  by  her  friends,  will  be  maintained  on  behalf  of 
tin-  I  oundation  by  Vivian  Endicott  Barnctt,  the  Guggen- 
heim's Curator.  Like  The  I  lilla  von  Rebay  Foundation, 
which  remains  in  the  Guggenheim  Foundation's  custody 
under  roughly  analogous  conditions,  The  Blue  Rider  Re- 
search Trust  greatly  adds  to  the  Museum's  research  ca- 
pacity in  an  area  of  longstanding  specialization.  Particular 
gratitude,  therefore,  is  due  to  its  generous  donors. 

An  enhancement  of  a  different  type  has  come  to  us  from 
The  J.  Paul  Getty  Trust,  which  chose  the  Guggenheim  Mu- 
seum as  one  of  eight  museums  to  participate  is  an  experi- 
mental computer-project  whose  ultimate  objective  is  the 


full  use  of  new  technology  for  the  benefit  of  collection 
management  and  art-historical  research.  In  view  of  the 
advantages  that  have  already  resulted  from  our  partici- 
pation in  this  pioneering  venture  and  of  those  that  will 
undoubtedly  accrue  to  The  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim 
Foundation  in  the  future,  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the 
Getty  Trust  for  its  commendable  initiative. 

Finally,  we  should  record  here  our  indebtedness  to 
Mary  Sharp  Cronson  for  the  key  role  she  has  played  in 
organizing  performances  in  the  Guggenheim's  audito- 
rium series,  Works  and  Process,  and  to  Lila  Acheson 
Wallace  for  helping  to  underwrite  them,  thereby  allow- 
ing us  to  develop  a  significant  performing-arts  program 
under  the  Museum's  aegis. 

The  financial  health  of  our  institution  remains  satis- 
factory. However,  since  our  endowment  now  provides 
only  about  one  third  of  the  income  required  to  cover  op- 
erating expenses,  we  rely  heavily  on  earned  monies  as 
well  as  upon  the  continued  generosity  of  our  friends  and 
sponsors.  We  are  truly  grateful  for  such  support,  which, 
coupled  with  the  prudent  efforts  of  the  Staff  at  home  and 
abroad,  resulted  in  a  year-end  balance  in  keeping  with 
our  budget  expectations.

Director's  Report     thomas  m.  messer 


As  is  evident  from  the  President's  Report,  1984  had  a 
visible  as  well  as  a  hidden  dimension.  The  latter  con- 
sisted of  the  preparations  for  the  major  developments 
that  are  now  public  knowledge,  while  the  former  is  the 
result  of  the  diligent  and  conscientious  staff-work  that 
produced  the  Museum's  public  oriented  programs — its 
exhibitions,  publications  and  special  events,  its  ongoing 
research  and  acquisitions,  as  well  as  the  multiple  support- 
ing activities  regularly  emanating  from  its  curatorial,  tech- 
nical, public  affairs  and  other  divisions.  My  report  this 
year  will  attempt  to  survey  these  activities  before  return- 
ing to  certain  aspects  of  the  expansion  that  is  already 
foreshadowed. 

To  begin  with  the  most  conspicuous  museum  activity, 
the  exhibition  program,  as  many  as  sixteen  shows  fell 
within  the  calendar  year  here  summarized.  Some  of  these 
were  small  presentations  in  the  Museum's  Collection 
Gallery  off  the  sixth  ramp,  or  collection  displays  accom- 
panying large-scale  exhibitions  mounted  along  Frank 
Lloyd  Wright's  famous  spiral.  About  one-half  of  the 
shows  mentioned  may,  however,  be  considered  major, 
either  on  account  of  the  importance  of  their  subject  mat- 
ter or  the  thoroughness  of  the  treatment  accorded  to 
them.  As  indicated  by  the  chart  on  the  following  page, 
1984  was  a  year  that  favored  the  old  masters  of  modern 
art — a  bias  that  was  more  circumstantial  than  deliberate 
and  largely  due  to  the  fortuitous  availability  of  an  un- 
scheduled Picasso  show.  But  whatever  the  reasons,  the 
great  historical  names  of  the  modern  movement — Pablo 
Picasso  and  Juan  Gris  in  the  pictorial  idioms  and  the  gen- 
erations of  sculptors  from  Degas  to  Calder — dominated 
the  first  two-thirds  of  the  calendar  year,  while  contem- 
porary art  came  fully  into  its  own  during  the  fall. 

The  year  ended  with  a  review  of  Robert  Motherwell's 
work.  The  sequence  of  shows  drawn  from  already  his- 
toric periods  affected  the  carefully  calculated  parity  be- 
tween American  and  foreign  art,  as  it  tilted  our  program 
somewhat  toward  the  latter,  the  more  so  because  it  coin- 
cided with  a  year  in  which  our  annual  Exxon  exhibition, 
alternately  concerned  with  national  and  international 
work,  was  devoted  to  Australian  art.  In  terms  of  one-man 
shows,  however,  the  emphasis  remained  about  equally 
divided  between  Americans  and  Europeans,  since,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  Picasso,  Gris  and  Motherwell  exhibitions, 
displays  of  current  work  by  Michael  Singer,  Horst  Antes 
and  Will  Insley  were  presented.  Over  one-half  of  these 
exhibitions  were  originated  by  the  Guggenheim,  while 
the  remaining  ones  were  supplied  by  other  institutions. 
Since,  however,  the  latter  category  includes  the  three

principal  one-man  shows,  there  has  occurred  a  noticeable 
shift  toward  greater  dependence  upon  outside  sources, 
which  may  well  remain  in  effect  while  the  Museum's 
attention  is  absorbed  by  the  now  imminent  expansion 
program.  Offerings  to  the  visiting  public,  however,  are 
unimpaired  by  such  shifting  emphases.  An  uninterrupted 
flow  of  exhibitions  and  authoritative  catalogues  contin- 
ues, whether  these  originate  here  or  with  our  sister  in- 
stitutions. 

Extension  programs  and  in  particular  extension  exhi- 
bitions showed  no  sign  of  slackening  during  the  past  cal- 
endar year.  The  Guggenheim-originated  decentralization 
program  continues  to  attract  far  more  applicants  than  we 
are  able  to  accommodate.  These  long-term  loans  to 
American  museums  clearly  justify  the  confidence  placed 
in  this  project  by  individual  sponsors,  as  well  as  by  pri- 
vate and  by  government  foundations  that  have  gener- 
ously supported  this  carefully  organized  use  of  the 
Guggenheim's  collection  in  art  centers  throughout  the 
nation.  On  a  much  larger  and  correspondingly  more  dra- 
matic scale,  the  same  idea  was  applied  internationally  in 
1984,  when  eighty  paintings  drawn  from  the  holdings  of 
the  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Museum  as  well  as  from 
the  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection  were  assembled  in  an 
exhibition  of  prewar  classics  entitled  The  Moderns  and 
presented  at  the  Art  Gallery  of  New  South  Wales  in 
Sydney,  Australia.  The  enthusiastic  response  to  this  un- 
dertaking was  in  part  due  to  the  fact  that  this  art- 
thirsty,  far-removed  continent  has  never  before  hosted  an

exhibition  of  comparable  scope  or  importance  in  the 
field  of  twentieth-century  painting.  Such  extensions  of 
the  Foundation's  permanent  holdings,  though  necessarily 
rare,  are  wholly  in  keeping  with  the  Guggenheim's 
international  orientation. 

Because  of  the  inevitable  slowness  of  the  process,  col- 
lection research  unrelated  to  exhibitions  results  in  publi- 
cations only  infrequently.  But  while  such  efforts  directed 
toward  both  the  New  York  and  the  Venice  collections 
continued  throughout  the  year,  700  Works  by  Modern 
Masters  from  the  Guggenheim  Museum,  a  book  con- 
taining, in  addition  to  its  sequence  of  illustrations  of 
masterpieces,  the  first  reliable  published  chronology  of 
The  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Foundation,  appeared  in 


hard-  and  soft-cover  editions  and  was  distributed  as  a 
membership  bonus  for  new  Associates  of  this  institution. 
Despite  the  scope  of  the  Guggenheim's  exhibition  and 
publications  activities,  however,  the  most  decisive 
achievements  were  realized  in  the  area  of  collecting.  A 
magnificent  gift  by  Hilde  Thannhauser  and  her  testa- 
mentary commitments  to  the  Guggenheim  speak  for 
themselves,  and  only  the  art-historical  context  therefore 
needs  elaboration  here.  Thus  Picasso's  Nature  morte, 
fruits  et  pot,  1939,  a  post-Cubist  oil  of  brilliant  coloristic 
contrasts,  reinforces  a  rich  passage  already  extant  in  the 
Thannhauser  Collection.  Van  Gogh's  Paysage  enneige, 
1888,  on  the  other  hand,  is  the  first  painting  of  the  mas- 
ter's Aries  phase  to  enter  the  collection,  joining  two 
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works  from  the  Paris  and  St.  Remy  periods  that  are  in 
our  possession  thanks  to  Justin  K.  Thannhauser's  past 
generosity.  As  for  the  descriptions  of  paintings  and 
works  on  paper  that  make  up  Hilde  Thannhauser's  ex- 
traordinary future  bequest,  these  remain  reserved  for 
an  Annual  Report  that  we  hope  will  not  appear  for  many 
years.  It  is  evident  from  the  following  listing  of  titles  of 
the  committed  works,  however,  that  these  eventual  addi- 
tions to  the  Thannhauser  Collection  at  the  Guggenheim 
Museum  will  at  some  future  date  strengthen  our  pre- 
modern  holdings,  thereby  shedding  new  light  upon  the 
twentieth-century  collection  to  which  this  museum  is 
primarily  dedicated.

The  inherent  restrictiveness  of  the  above  listing  makes 
it  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  significant  omissions.  As 
in  previous  years,  Exxon  Corporation  has  provided  ac- 
quisition funds  in  conjunction  with  the  young  talent  show 
it  sponsors;  in  1984  these  enabled  us  to  add  to  our  col- 
lection at  least  one  work  by  each  of  the  eight  artists 
included  in  the  exhibition  Australian  Visions.  The  Mu- 
seum's Collection  Gallery,  which  usually  features  small 
collection-related  shows,  benefitted  from  a  number  of 
welcome  gifts  contributed  in  this  context.  Lisbeth  Bissier, 
whose  eightieth  birthday  was  celebrated  at  the  outset  of 
the  year,  enlarged  upon  her  previous  generosity  by  do- 
nating to  the  Museum  nine  valuable  works  by  her  hus- 
band Julius  Bissier.

Finally,  the  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection  became  the 
recipient  of  two  particularly  appropriate  donations,  an 
anonymously  contributed  painting  by  Edmondo  Bacci 
and  Pierre  Alechinsky's  Aztec  Volcano,  given  through 
The  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Foundation  by  Enrico  and 
Fiorella  Chiari  of  Venice.  A  full  listing  of  works  received 
by  the  Foundation  for  its  combined  collections  will  be 
found  in  the  body  of  this  report. 

The  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection  in  Venice  has,  as 
noted  in  the  President's  Report,  completed  a  record 
season  in  terms  of  attendance,  without  losing  any  of  its 
distinction  and  intimate  charm.  The  second  Peggy  Gug- 
genheim Award  was  reserved  for  poetry  and  followed 
the  initial  prize  for  music.  The  honor  was  created  shortly 
after  the  collector's  death  to  recognize  creative  achieve- 
ment in  music,  poetry  and  the  visual  arts.  The  Award 
was  presented  in  1984  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the 
Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection  and  Librex,  a  well-known 
publishing  house  in  Milan,  which  in  1982.  instituted  the 
"Eugenio  Montale  Award  for  Poetry"  in  honor  of  the 
Italian  poet.  According  to  precedent,  an  American  and  an 
Italian  recipient  were  selected  by  juries  in  both  countries. 
The  winners  of  the  Librex-Guggenheim  "Eugenio  Mon- 
tale Award  for  Poetry  1984"  were  Anthony  E.  Hecht  and 
Carlo  Betocchi,  and  the  impressive  ceremony  that  marked 
the  occasion  brought  together  men  and  women  of  great 
literary  distinction. 

The  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection  obviously  is  not  set- 
tling prematurely  into  established  routines.  As  the  year 
drew  to  its  close,  plans  for  the  extension  of  the  Venetian 
season  were  being  confirmed — an  extension  that  will 
keep  the  Palazzo  open  for  three  additional  months.  The 
transformation  of  the  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection  from 
its  present  state  as  a  static  collection  museum  to  an  in- 
stitution incorporating  a  dynamic  exhibition  program 
has  thereby  been  accelerated  significantly. 

It  is  with  much  conviction  that  I  close  my  current  re- 
port with  thanks  to  the  many  men  and  women  who  have 
worked  with  me  throughout  the  year.  In  expressing  my 
gratitude  to  Peter  Lawson-Johnston  in  his  capacity  as 
President  of  the  Foundation  and  to  Diane  Waldman  as 
Deputy  Director  of  the  Museum,  I  of  course  mean  to 
thank  them  personally  for  providing,  in  the  first  instance, 
essential  Trustee  support  and  for  effectively  aiding  me, 
in  the  other,  with  the  direction  of  the  Museum;  but  be- 
yond this  the  two  names  mentioned  here  may  be  taken 
to  stand  for  the  two  separate  levels  of  museum  admini- 
stration which,  in  harmonious  partnership,  arc  responsi- 
ble for  the  Guggenheim's  present  attainments.

i.  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies: 

Basis  of  Presentation 

The  financial   statements  of  The   Solomon   R.   Guggenheim 

Foundation    (the    Foundation)    have   been    prepared    on    the 

accrual  basis  and  include  the  New  York  City  and  Venice, 

Italy,  accounts  of  the  Foundation. 

fund  Accounting 

In  order  to  ensure  observance  of  limitations  and  restrictions 
placed  on  the  use  of  resources  available  to  the  Foundation, 
the  accounts  of  the  Foundation  are  maintained  in  accordance 
with  the  principles  of  fund  accounting.  This  is  the  procedure 
by  which  resources  for  various  purposes  are  classified  for 
accounting  and  financial  reporting  purposes  into  funds  that 
are  in  accordance  with  specified  activities  and  objectives. 
Separate  accounts  are  maintained  for  each  fund;  however,  in 
the  accompanying  financial  statements,  funds  that  have  sim- 
ilar characteristics  have  been  combined  into  fund  groups. 
Accordingly,  all  financial  transactions  have  been  recorded 
and  reported  by  fund  group: 

Current  Funds 

Current  funds  consist  of  the  Operating  Fund  as  well  as  the 

following  funds: 

Restricted  Fund 

Amounts  restricted  by  the  donor  for  specific  purposes 
are  segregated  from  the  Operating  Fund  within  the 
Current  Fund. 

Quasi-Endowment  Fund 

Amounts  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  indi- 
cated as  Quasi-Endowment  Fund  and  are  segregated 
from  the  Operating  Fund  within  the  Current  Fund.  This 
fund  was  combined  with  the  Endowment  Fund  during 
1984. 

Endowment  Fund 

The  Endowment  Fund  includes  funds  designated  by  the 
Board  and  those  subject  to  restriction  by  the  donor  requir- 
ing that  the  principal  be  invested  in  perpetuity. 

Plant  Fund 

The  Plant  Fund  includes  resources  restricted  for  plant  ac- 
quisitions and  funds  expended  for  plant. 

( 'ampaign  Fund 

The  Campaign  Fund,  established  during  1984,  includes 
funds  collected  for  both  endowment  and  the  planned  ex- 
pansion of  the  museum  facilities.  Upon  completion  of  the 
project,  costs  associated  with  the  expansion  will  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Plant  Fund  and  the  remainder  to  the  Endow- 
ment Fund  (see  Note  12). 


Other  Matters 

Grants,  donations,  and  membership  fees  are  recorded  as  re- 
ceived  and  are  considered  to  be  available  for  unrestricted  use 
unless  specifically  designated  by  the  donor.  Grants  and  dona- 
tions specified  by  the  donor  for  use  in  future  periods  or  which 
require  a  stipulated  rate  of  growth  in  support  over  a  defined 
period  are  recorded  as  deferred  income  in  the  balance  sheet 
and  as  income  in  the  year  in  which  they  may  be  used  or  are 
earned.  Written  pledges  for  grants  and  donations  are  re- 
corded as  receivables  in  the  year  pledged.  The  amounts  of  the 
pledges  to  be  received  in  the  future  are  recorded  as  deferred 
amounts  in  the  respective  funds  to  which  they  apply. 

All  gains  and  losses  arising  from  the  sale  or  other  disposi- 
tion of  investments  are  accounted  for  in  the  fund  in  which 
the  related  assets  are  recorded,  and  are  determined  by  the 
first-in,  first-out  method.  Income  from  investments  in  the 
Endowment  Fund  is  accounted  for  as  revenue  of  the  Oper- 
ating Fund. 

2.  Investments: 

Investments  are  recorded  at  cost  with  respect  to  those  pur- 
chased and  generally  at  market  valuations  at  dates  of  acqui- 
sition or  estate  tax  valuations  with  respect  to  those  acquired 
by  gift,  bequest  or  otherwise.  The  carrying  value  and  market 
value  of  investments  by  fund  were  as  follows  at  December

3.  Art  Collection: 

Art  objects  purchased,  donated  and  bequeathed  are  included 
in  the  balance  sheets  at  a  value  of  Si.  Donations  for  purchase 
of  art  objects  are  reported  as  gifts  in  the  statements  of  sup- 
port and  revenue,  expenses  and  changes  in  fund  balances. 
The  cost  of  all  art  objects  purchased,  less  the  proceeds  from 
deaccessions  of  art,  is  reported  in  the  Foundation's  current 
funds.  During  the  years  ended  December  31,  1984  and  1983, 
purchases  of  art  objects  amounted  to  $430,608  and  $392,176, 
respectively,  and  the  proceeds  from  deaccessions  aggregated 
$273,250  in  1984.  There  were  no  deaccessions  during  1983. 
The  estimated  value  of  donated  art  work  received  by  the 
Foundation  in  1984  and  1983  aggregated  $3,191,000  and 
$844,000,  respectively.

With  respect  to  the  property  and  equipment  of  the  Solomon 
R.  Guggenheim  Museum  (the  Museum),  land  is  recorded  at 
cost  with  respect  to  that  purchased  and  at  estate  tax  valua- 
tion with  respect  to  that  acquired  through  a  bequest;  the 
building,  leasehold  improvements  and  all  other  equipment  are 
recorded  at  cost.  Library  and  documentary  films  are  recorded 
at  the  nominal  amount  of  St,  and  additions  are  expensed  as 
acquired. 

With  respect  to  the  property  and  equipment  of  the  Palazzo 
Leoni,  land  anil  building  were  donated  and  arc  recorded  at 
the  tax  valuation  at  date  of  gift;  equipment  is  recorded  at 
cost. 

Depreciation  is  provided  over  the  estimated  useful  lives  of 
the  related  assets,  generally  on  the  straight-line  method. 
Leasehold  improvements  are  amortized  on  the  straight-line 
method  over  the  period  covered  by  the  lease. 


5.  Pension  Plan: 

The  Foundation  has  a  defined  benefit  non-contributory  pen- 
sion plan  covering  substantially  all  of  its  full  time  employees. 
Gontributions  to  the  plan  for  1984  and  1983  were  $100,000 
and  $95,000,  respectively.  The  Foundation's  policy  is  to  fund 
pension  costs  incurred.  A  summary  of  accumulated  plan 
benefits  and  plan  net  assets  as  of  January  1,  1984,  the  latest 
actuarial  study  available,  is  presented  below: 
Actuarial  present  value  of  accumulated  plan  benefits:

The  assumed  rare  of  return  used  in  determining  the  actuarial 
present  value  of  accumulated  plan  benefits  was  6  per  cent  for 
1983. 

In  addition  to  providing  pension  benefits,  the  Foundation 
provides  certain  health  care  and  life  insurance  benefits  for 
retired  employees.  Substantially  all  of  the  Foundation's  em- 
ployees may  become  eligible  for  those  benefits  if  they  reach 
normal  retirement  age  while  working  for  the  Foundation.  The 
Foundation  recognizes  the  cost  of  providing  those  benefits  by 
expensing  the  annual  insurance  premiums,  which  were  $19,300 
for  1984. 


6.  Interfund  Transfers: 

During  the  years  ended  December  31,  1984  and  1983,  $442,190 
and  $504,648,  respectively,  was  transferred  from  the  Operating 
Fund  to  the  Plant  Fund,  representing  the  cost  of  fixed  assets 
purchased  with  resources  of  the  Operating  Fund. 


7.  Contributed  Services: 

A  substantial  number  of  unpaid  volunteers  have  made  sig- 
nificant contributions  of  their  time  in  the  furtherance  of  the 
Museum's  programs  covering  most  phases  of  the  Museum's 
activities  except  for  maintenance,  guard  service  and  art  han- 
dling. The  value  of  this  contributed  time  is  not  reflected  in 
these  statements  since  it  is  not  susceptible  to  objective  meas- 
urement or  valuation. 


8.  Related  Party  Transactions: 

Service  fees  aggregating  $10,359  ar>d  $11,836  for  the  years 
ended  December  31,  1984  and  1983,  respectively,  were  paid 
to  Guggenheim  Brothers  (a  partnership).  Mr.  Peter  Lawson- 
Johnsron,  a  trustee  and  president  of  the  Foundation,  is  one 
of  the  partners  of  Guggenheim  Brothers.

11.  Lease  Commitment: 

The  Foundation  has  entered  into  a  noncancelable  office  build- 
ing lease  which  is  deemed  an  operating  lease.  Future  minimum 
annual  lease  payments  under  this  lease  agreement,  which  ex- 
pires during  1987,  aggregate  approximately:  $26,500  during 
1985,  $27,600  during  1986  and  $11,900  during  1987.  In  addi- 
tion, the  lease  requires  payments  under  an  escalation  clause 
for  taxes  and  operating  expenses.  Lease  expense  for  the  years 
ended  December  31,  1984  and  1983  was  approximately 
$25,000  and  $23,000,  respectively. 


12.  Challenge  Grant: 

In  September  1984,  the  Foundation  was  the  recipient  of  a 
$750,000  Challenge  Grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts,  which  amount  has  been  reflected  as  deferred  income 
in  the  Campaign  Fund.  Under  the  terms  of  the  grant,  the  Foun- 
dation is  required  to  demonstrate  a  specified  rate  of  growth 
in  external  support  over  a  three-year  period  ending  December 
31,1987.

Suggested  Forms  of  Bequests 

The  parricular  form  of  a  bequesr  clause  will  be  derer- 
mined  by  the  type  of  bequest  (specific,  residual,  contin- 
gent, etc.)  and  its  purpose  (endowment,  restricted, 
unrestricted,  etc.).  Although  it  is  possible  to  designate  a 
specific  purpose  for  a  bequest,  the  functions  and  needs 
of  the  Museum  do  change  in  time.  It  is  recommended, 
therefore,  that  a  specific  purpose  be  stated  as  a  preference 
with  the  final  determination  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Museum.
